OUR ALIENPOPULATION. 


The 
large proportion 
of foreign-born 
and non-Euglish 


speaking population in the United States is a 
matter of in- 


creasing concern to those who have the best 
interests 
of the 


country at heart. The evil afflicts not merely some particular 
section or state, but the entire Union. 
Go where 
you may 


; over the vast demain ofUncle Sara and you are brought 
face 


to face witha foreign element speaking a strange 
tongue. 
It 


is present on the farms and in the orchards, 
in the 
mines, 


and factories, in the marts of trade —in fact, in every depart- 
ment of human industry. 
On the Pacific coast 
the 
Chinese, 


Japs, and latterly the Hindus are the chief bone of contention 
in this respect. 
Itis easy to assert that the remedy is in the 


hands of employers, and that the blame 
rests mainly upon 


the latter for employing them. 
Such talk is purile and 
not 


to the point. Itis unquestionably 
true that the undesirable 


element would not come to America in the 
absence 
of the 


prospect 
of 
remunerative 
employment. 
But it must be 


" remembered 
that our laws invite them 
to come. 
They are 


here under the sanction of our laws, and that implies 
the 


right to live here and compete 
with native 
labor. 
To ad- 


vocate 
a 
universal 
boycott 
against 
this class, 
or any 


particular portion of the foreign population, 
by refusing 
to 
'employ them under any circumstances, 
would be revoltiug— 


a natioual crime. 
The proposed remedy would be infinitely 


1 worse than the disease. 
It would involve 
wholesale 
starva- 


tion, and the paralysis of our industries. 
We are 
not 
now 


discussing the proposition 
of whether 
the employment 
of 


alien labor ofthe clas's referred 
to is absolutely 
necessary; 


but we do contend that national honor 
demands 
that 
free 


laborers 
who are here, regardless ofnativity, are entitled 
to 


a square deal in the disposal of their labor, 
whether 
skilled 


or.unskilled. 


Itis not surprising that alien laborers are becoming 
more 


of a disturbing element in our industrial economy with every 
passing year. 
The tide of emigration is rollingin from the 


"congested countries of Europe at the rate of over a million a 
year. 
And they are 
mostly able-bodied 
men, 
who are 
at- 


tracted by the hope of commanding far better wages for their 
labor than 
they could obtain in their native lands. 
This 


represents 
fully two per cent addition to the ranks of wage 


earners every year. 
Itis amazing that the country is able to 


take care of such a tremendous 
influxof laborers 
year after 


year. 
Such a tide of humanity inquest of employment 
was 


never before known in the world's history. 


The government imposes a head 
tax upon all foreigners 


entering the United States, together 
with other restrictions, 


requiring forexample that the immigrant shall 
ba in such 


physical and mental conditiou that he is not likely to become 
a public charge, also that he does not belong to the criminal 
class. 
Of 
recent 
years 
the law requires 
au educational 


qualification of applicants for naturalization. 
Itseems 
to us 


that ifcongress 
were to enact 
a law requiring all persons 


entering the United States 
to be able to read the constitution 


in the English language, 
and also 
to be able 
to converse 


in English, it would be 
a 
wise provision, 
and 
tend 
to 


correct existing evils. Ina few years the babel 
of tougues 


which we now hear in every 
city and hamlet 
would cease, 


and a marked improvement in social conditions 
would take 


place. 
We would have a desirable 
and intelligent 
class 
of 


newcomers, and the flow would no doubt 
be 
commensurate 


with the demand for labor.

Hallev’s Com et. 


According to Prof. E. B. P'rost, direc­ 
tor of Yerkes 
observatory, 
Chicago, 
Hal lev’s comet will he visible 
to the 
naked eye about April 1st. 
It will cross 
the face of the sun on May 18th. 
The 
tim e of the comet’s transit will 
be 
rattier unfavorable for eastern observa­ 
tions, hut ¡undoubtedly it will be ob­ 
served from the Lick observatory 
in 
California and through other western 
telescopes. 
The comet will be visible 
to the naked eye about April 1st 
morning sky just before sunrise, 
it crosses the sun it will appear 
evening sky just after sunset. 
This comet continues to be the subject 
of much comment and speculation. 
The 
first recorded appearance of the comet 
now known as FlaJley’s comet in Europe 
ivas B. C. 11, when it hung menacingly 
over Rome for some weeks preceding 
the death of Agrippa, but the Chinese 
have record of it as far back at 250 B. 
C. 
It has returned twenty-seven times 
since tiie latter date and has generally 
caused great consternation from its for­ 
midable appearance. 
Hailey’s 
comet 
lias always had the reputation of being 
the forerunner of hard tim es for the 
poor, and as it appeared several times 
immediately before very serious events 
in the history of the world, such coin­ 
cidences have given encouragement to 
the general belief in old times that bril­ 
liant comets have somethinsg to do with 
stirring up tilings on earth. 
Hailey's comet is pictured 
in 
the 
famous Bayeux tapestry, which repre­ 
sents the 
conquest 
of 
England 
by 
William of Normandy. 
It was firmly 
believed to be 
connected 
witli 
that 
event. 
Of it in 1456, Draper says: 
“ So tremendous was its 
apparition 
that it was necessary for the Pope him ­ 
self to interfere 
He exorcised 
and 
expelled it front the skies. 
it slunk 
away into the abysses of space, terror- 
stricken by the maledictions of Calixtus 
11!, 
and did not venture 
back 
for 
seventy-five years !” —Conflict 
between 
religion and science, chap. x. 
The last great comet seen by our gene 
ration cante in 1882. 
It was so brilliant 
that when it passed nearest the sun— 
within less than half the diameter of 
the solar orb—its brightest part 
was 
clearly visible in the early 
morning 
only, comparatively few persons saw it. 
Whether Hailey’s comet will 
or will 
not attain remarkable brilliancy 
this 
time remains to be seen. 
Now that it is considered proven that 
a comet is a focus of tremendous elec­ 
trical forces, perhaps it may not be so 
unscientific after all to suppose that a 
specially large and brilliant one may 
produce some powerful effect upon the 
earth's magnetic condition, and thereby 
on some of its inhabitants.

S tate Roads. 


“ I believe that the state should build 
all roads,’’ declared the state engineer 
N. 
Ellery to a representative of the 
Bee, 
“ and place the 
work 
out 
of 
the hands of county politicians, who 
cannot work with a free hand in view of 
local feelings that hurt the work. 
Large 
expenses are 
accumulated 
by 
some 
counties in road-building simply 
be­ 
cause they have inferior workmen hold­ 
ing “ soft snaps” through some political 
pull. ’’ 
“ I had a case in this part of the state 
awhile back where the state engineer 
department was doing some work on a 
river bank. 
The county was 
paying 
half, but I was doing the work. 
The 
supervisor in whose district the work 
was being done had a number of friends 
who immediately wanted jobs. 
He re­ 
ferred them to this department, 
and i 
sent the men to the man actually super­ 
intending the work, with instructions to 
give them employment, but with further 
directions to fire them if they did not 
earn their money. 
“ It so happened these fellows “were 
political hangers-on who were not worth 
their salt. 
They were fired as soon as 
they showed what they were. They went 
to their supervisor friend, who 
was 
somewhat provoked, but managed 
to 
‘pass the buck," so to speak, to me.

took it all right, and simply told them 
that 1 wanted men who will work and 
who can work. 
“ T hat’s just the way it goes. 
Had 
that work been solely in the charge of 
the countv men these men would nave 
hung on like leeches and 
the bill up 
a great deal higher than was necessary. 
“ Various counties in the state run up 


j against tiiese propositions in the build­ 
ing of their county roads, and

cases out of ten you will find that the 
local feeling, either by giving work to 
incompetents or by persona fighting as 
to when and where a road is to be 
placed, or what material will be used, 
has much to do with many failures and 
exceedingly high construction p rice s.”

I 
These things go to prove there is j 
money to be had for investment pur­ 
poses in this locality, and disposition 
un the part of those who have it..,to in- ( 
vest on any favorable showing.

strange that local avenues for the e m - ' 
ployment of capital do not command as 
much notice as projects at a distance. 
To float a local enterprise, the promoters 
hike away to the city.

venture, the promoters seek the country.

There is a curious tendency to 
p ro ­ 
nounce every unfam iliar stone a m eteo ­ 
rite. O n e morning last October a broken 
gate at Norwood, 
.Mass,, 
attracted 
a t­ 
tention, and was traced to a hard gray 
rock of 275 pounds, which was declared 
to be sti 1 warm, 
and was soon 
ex ­ 
hibited in a dime museum as a m eteo ­ 
rite. 
Dr. E. O. Hovey, has since e x ­ 
am ined 
the 
mass, 
finding it to 
he 
ordinary dike rock—labradorite-porphyry 
with no characteristic of meteorites. 


Besides the nitrogeneous m anures and 


lime and potash salts, 
other materials 
in the soil act as plant foods or stim u­ 
lants, 
and some as 
poisons. 
Collect­ 
ing the experience of num erous obser­ 
vers, Rene Vallire, 
a 
French chemist, 
shows that manganese salts have much 
effect on plant growth, th e sulphate hav­ 
ing given 
the best results, 
but 
the 
chloride ahd oxide also 
having exerted 
favorable 
action. 
Experim ents 
have 
been 
tried 
with these salts on rice, 
wheat, oats, barley, su g ar beets and flax. 
With 1U to 50 pounds’ of the salt per 
acre, yields have been usually increased 
from 25 to 50 per cent, 
but an excess 
such as 100 pounds of the sulphate per 
acre -has diminished the crop. 
As the 
proportion of manganese 
is not always 
raised in the plants of increased yield, 


it i 3 inferred that the benefit may be 
partly due to destruction of toxins left 


in 
the 
soil by preceding crops. 
A 
similar action seem s to 
be exerted by 
copper salts, so 
much used 
in fungi­ 
cides, and th e vield of maize has been 
increased from 27 to 8(5 per cent by soak­ 
ing the seed corn in a copper sulphate 
solution 
before 
planting. 
Zinc salts, 
injurious in any but 
minute quantity, 
have been found to promote the growth 
and multiplication of mold and yeast 
fungi and the germination of wheat. 
Alumina, applied to the ground as alum 
solution, stim ulated the growth of bar­ 
ley and flax; 
and 
magnesia increased 
the crop of grain, 
potatoes and beets, 
but chiefly by promoting the assim ila­ 
tion of nitrogen. 
Bromine, iodine and 
fluorine act as stim ulant or poison, 
ac­ 
cording to 
dose. 


The physioloigcai effects of acetylene, 
now so much used, 
have been studied 


by Grehant, who has prepared an artifi­ 
cial afmoshpere of 70 volum es of acety­ 
lene and 21 volumes of oxygen, and has 
noted the action of this 
m ixture on 
anim als breathing it. 
The 
acetylene 
proves to be much less poisonous than 
carbon monoxide, whose effects in il­ 
lum inating gas and as given off by cost 
fires are so well known.

pigeon

acetylene 
mixture d ied 
in 
30 
m inutes and a rabbit in 40 m inu tes, but 
a 
tortoise 
was 
unharmed, 
ar.d the 
arrested respiration of a

The miniature mirage of

The sun is reflected from a 
mirror upon a sheet of white paper at 
one end. 
On becoming properly heated, 
the little desert shows a pool of water 
in front of som e sand piles, reproducing 
perfectly the phantom lake that tantalizes 
thirsty travelers. 


The new teleision of Edward 
Belin, 
the French inventor, depends upon the 
use of special perforated photographs, 
and upon transm ission 
of light 
and 
shade by mechanical means instead of 
depending on the slow variations of the 
selenium cell. 
The holes in the paper 
photographs are of various 
sizes, to 
correspond to th e large and small dots 
making up the ordinary newspaper half­ 
tone, 
The prepared photograph of the 


recent event or other scene is placed on 
a metal base and passed under a set of 
metal brushes in an electric 
circuit 
with the distant viewing screen, and the 
current passed at each 
im pulse varies 
with the size of the perforation. 
The 
varying portions of the cu rren t received 
are made to illuminate more or less 
strongly little spots on the screen, each 


light spot corresponding 
in size 
and 
position to a perforation in the picture 
transmitted. 
A series of cinematograph 
photographs passed 
under the brushes 
would

a reproduction on

screen showing the original

motion, and 
is claimed to solve the 
problem of transmitting living 
images 
by wire. 
It is stated that the crude ex­ 
periments made between two stations in 
Paris have demonstrated 
the practica­ 
bility of the method.
